Prayer with Mary 

As a child, our family prayed the rosary often. On occasion, I remember 
seeing my parents kneeling at their bed praying the rosary. My dad often took it 
with him on the tractor for prayer in the fields, and he prayed it as he went for 
walks. 

Lately, my favorite way to pray the rosary has been the Scriptural Rosary. 
I use a booklet with a collection of scripture verses on the mysteries, and one 
verse is prayed before each Hail Mary. This method keeps me focused on each 
mystery, and I ask Mary to enlighten me on the meaning of the mystery since she 
knows them best of all. 

Other Christians often ask, "Why do Catholics Pray to Mary?" A good 
response is that we ask Mary to intercede for us before God, just as we would ask 
any holy person to assist us with his or her prayers. We ask Mary to pray for us, 
as we say in the Hail Mary: "Holy Mary , Mother of God, pray for us sinners , now and 
at the hour of our death/' Rather than praying to Mary , we ask her to pray for us' 
and 'with us.' We pray 'to God.' God alone is the source of grace for healing, 
forgiveness, strength, etc. 

Nevertheless, Mary participates in God's work of redemption from 
heaven, as do all the saints. Since she shares in Christ's grace, she has a role to 
play. The same is true for us. We participate in God's work through our sharing 
in the priesthood of Christ. Every baptized person is empowered to exercise the 
priesthood of baptism. Through our sharing in the Holy Spirit we are instruments 
of God's saving power. 

Yet, Mary has a unique role in Christ's ongoing redemption of the world. 
As the Catechism states, Mary is a "preeminent and . . . wholly unique member of 
the Church; .... In a singular way, Mary cooperated by her obedience, faith, 
hope and burning charity in the Savior's work of restoring supernatural life to 
souls For this reason she is a mother to us in the order of grace" (CCC 968). 

She is the mother of us in the order of grace. Because she had a special 
role on earth she continues to have a special ministry in heaven. Her work on 
earth continues in her intercession in heaven. Her prayers have a power that is 
greater than any other saint in heaven or on earth. This is important to remember 
in our regular prayer life. 

At the Cathedral during the 9:00 a.m. Mass on Wednesday, January 1 st , the 
Solemnity of Mary Mother of God, Bishop Gruss will consecrate the diocese to 
the Blessed Mother. The Bishop wrote, "Just as Pope Francis consecrated the 
world to Mary in October, this consecration will mean that all the work we do 
on behalf of the Church, and the fruitfulness of our ministry, would be brought 
under the protection and the guidance of Our Lady. Her role in the Church is to 
lead people to her Son. By entrusting our diocese to her, our people and 
ministry will be under her guidance and protection, hopefully leading us to a 
deeper life in her Son." 

In preparation for the consecration, a novena to the Blessed Mother will 
begin on December 23. Copies of the novena are available in the entrance.
